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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a response to the election of groups EQ (claims 18-25 and new claims 26-29 that depend 
directly or indirectly from either claim 18 or 21) without traverse filed on 2/7/05. 
The non-elected claims 1-17 are withdrawn from further consideration. 

The applicant is advised that cancellation of the non-elected claim is required. The restriction is 

final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis 
for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) The invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in 
the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 18-21 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chen (USP 
6728941) 

(Claim 18 and similarly recited claim 21) 

means for determining switching power related parameters by evaluating predetermined 
characterizations that functionally relate first set of circuit design characteristics as a function of 
switching power related parameters (fig 1-9); 

means for determining leakage power related parameters by evaluating predetermined 
characterizations that functionally relate a second set of circuit design characteristics as a function of 
leakage power related parameters (fig 1-9); and 

means for generating a total power estimate based on the switching power related parameters and 
the leakage power related parameters (fig 1-9). 

(Claim 19) the means for determining switching power related parameters comprising means for 
determining crossover current and means for determining switching capacitance (col 3, summary, fig 5). 

(Claim 20) the means for determining leakage power related parameters comprising means for 
determining gate tunneling leakage and means for determining source-to-drain leakage (col 2, 7). 

(Claim 25) executing an analysis tool for a plurality of circuit design instance; computing a 
plurality of power estimates associated with the plurality of design instances; and comparing the power 
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estimates to determine an optimal circuit design (fig 1-9 and tools, computer, CAD, programs in this prior 
art). 



Claims 22-24, and 26-29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claims 22-24, and 26-29 would be allowable because the prior art does not teach or suggest the 
limitations in claim 22 lines 2-7 and claim 26 lines 2-10.
